Oswald  P.  Bronson,  President  of  the 
Interdenominational  Theological  Cen- 
ter, delivered  the  address  entitled 
"The  Minister's  Source  of  Power," 
and  J.  Erskine  Love,  Jr.,  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  conferred 
the  degrees  and  certificates.  Earlier, 
at  the  Druid  Hills  Presbyterian 
Church,  Dr.  Harry  Beverly  preached 
the  Baccalaureate  Sermon  "Perspec- 
tive on  Ministry." 

Five  students,  as  a  result  of  their 
academic  achievement,  graduated 
"With  Distinction"  —  Virginia  P. 
Felder,  John  Stephen  Rhodes,  Gib- 
son P.  Stroupe,  Jr.,  Joyce  Cummings 
Tucker  and  Hugh  Buchanan  Ward.

CURRENT  GIVING  UP  50% 


Current  giving  to  Columbia  in  the 
fiscal  year  just  ended  (June  30, 
1975)  shows  a  50%  increase  in  sup- 
port given  by  individuals,  alumni  and 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
More  than  600  individuals  gave  $73,- 
000.  In  addition  individuals  from 
more  than  400  churches  contributed 
through  the  Columbia  Friendship 
Circle  another  $19,000  for  a  year's 
total  giving  to  Columbia  of  $92,000. 
In  contrast,  last  year's  giving,  exclud-

usual  as  some  who  would  normally 
have  graduated  this  June  are  in  the 
field  as  part  of  their  preparation  to 
receive  the  Doctor  of  Ministry  in- 
course  degree  which  lengthens  their 
seminary  time  one  full  year. 


ing  the  Columbia  Friendship  Circle, 
was  less  than  $49,000. 

This  demonstration  of  lovalty  and 
concern  for  Columbia  enabled  this 
fiscal  year  to  end  in  the  black  by 
several  thousand  dollars.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  be  able  to  report  such  an  in- 
crease in  support  during  a  year  when 
costs  of  operation  have  increased  so 
rapidly.  It  is  equally  gratifying  to  re- 
port that  through  highly  cost-con- 
scious management  budgeted  ex- 
penses in  almost  every  instance  have- 
not  been  exceeded  even  though  pro- 
jections were  difficult  to  make  in  the 
face  of  economic  unknowns  during 
the  past  year. 

Financially,  it  has  been  a  good 
year — one  that  both  Columbia's  sup- 
porters and  members  of  the  Columbia 
community  can  be  proud  of  and 
thankful  for.

FROM  the  PRE6IDENT 


I've  just  been  going  through  the 
process  of  moving  which  has  kept 
our  household  upset  for  a  month. 
We've  been  living  in  the  midst  of 
a  mess. 

Here  at  the  Seminary  for  the  last 
1 1  months  we've  also  been  living  in 
the  midst  of  a  mess  in  Campbell 
Hall,  the  classrom  and  administration 
building,  as  we've  remodeled  rooms 
and  put  in  a  new  heating  and  air- 
conditioning  system. 

Our  home  survived  because  in  the 
midst  of  the  mess  we  could  still  live 
with  each  other  in  the  same  love  and 
trust  that  have  marked  our  life  as 
a  family.  The  mess  didn't  go  away, 
but  it  didn't  and  couldn't  overwhelm 
us. 

And  here  at  the  Seminary  we've 
taught  classes,  worshipped  in  chapel, 
counseled  and  conferred  in  the  midst 
of  the  mess.  The  noise,  the  dust,  the 
blocking  off  of  stairways,  the  fre- 
quent confusion  have  not  over- 
whelmed us,  because  we  know  what 
we're  here   for.  The  commitment  to 


teaching  and  learning,  to  preparing 
people  for  ministry  and  for  more  ef- 
fective ministry  in  the  church  has 
continued  to  shape  our  daily  life. 

The  world  around  us  is  also  a  mess 
— confused,  crime-ridden,  war-torn, 
economically  uncertain  if  not  disas- 
trous. Jesus  told  his  disciples  and  us: 
"In  the  world  you  have  tribulation." 
And  we  say,  Amen. 

Yet  we  share  as  followers  of  Jesus 
a  sure  confidence  and  hope  in  the 
faithfulness  and  order  of  God's  ways 
with  us.  And  the  world's  mess  can- 
not shake  that  confidence  and  hope, 
for  it  is  rooted  in  the  cross  and  the 
resurrection,  where  the  greatest  dis- 
order is  startlingly  made  orderly 
again  in  such  a  way  that  we  can  see 
clearly  God's  purpose  to  bring  all 
the  mess  to  an  orderly  end. 

Thank  God  for  that!

DR.  KLINE  TO  RE6IGN  PRE6IDENCY ;    WILL  REMPIN  TO  TEPCM 


Following  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  at  the  Seminary  in  late 
April,  J.  Erskine  Love.  Jr.,  Chair- 
man, issued  a  news  release  which 
read  in  part  that  the  Board  "with  the 
deepest  regret  accepted  the  request 
of  Dr.  C.  Benton  Kline,  Jr.,  to  be 
relieved  of  the  duties  of  President 
of  the  Seminary  by  July  1,  1976,  that 
he  might  return  to  full-time  teaching 
at  the  Seminary."  In  Dr.  Kline's  let- 
ter to  the  Board  he  said,  "I  believe 
that  my  own  talents  and  gifts  direct 
me  to  teaching  and  educational  lead- 
ership .  .  .  Increasingly  I  find  that  the 
limitations  of  my  strength  and  of  my 
interest  work  against  my  doing  what 
a  president  should  be  doing  for  Co- 
lumbia Seminary  .  .  .  There  will  have 
been  five  years  of  re-organization  of 
the  Seminary  and  of  transition  from 


the  distinguished  39-year  tenure  of 
my  predecessor.  This  seems  an  ap- 
propriate time  for  me  to  relinquish 
the  leadership  role  .  .  ." 

The  Board  has  granted  Dr.  Kline 
a  sabbatic  leave  upon  the  selection 
of  a  successor  before  he  resumes  his 
duties  as  Professor  of  Theology  at 
Columbia.  The  Board  has  established 
a  nominating  committee  to  seek  a 
new  President.  The  Rev.  J.  Phillips 
Noble  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  is  chair- 
man of  the  nominating  committee. 
He  is  joined  by  the  Rev.  James  V. 
Johnson,  Jr.,  of  Columbus,  Ga.,  also 
from  the  Synod  of  the  Southeast;  Mr. 
Thomas  E.  Rast  of  Birmingham,  and 
the  Rev.  Frederick  Z.  Woodward  of 
Chattanooga,  from  the  Synod  of  the 
Mid-South;  Mrs.  Emily  Wood  of  Or- 


lando, and  the  Rev.  Samuel  D.  Mc- 
Cammon,  Jr.,  of  St.  Petersburg,  from 
the  Synod  of  Florida  and  J.  Erskine 
Love,  Jr.,  of  Atlanta,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  ex-offieio.  These  members 
of  the  Board  will  be  joined  by  Prof. 
Shirley  Guthrie,  selected  by  the  fac- 
ulty. Dr.  Marc  Weersing,  elected  h> 
the  Alumni  and  Lyman  Moblcy,  se- 
lected by  the  Student  Coordinating 
Committee. 

This  committee  will  have  its  first 
meeting  on  July  23  in  Atlanta.  Dr. 
Noble  has  indicated  the  committee  is 
eager  to  receive  suggestions  from 
throughout  the  Church.  Such  com- 
munications may  be  sent  to  him 
either  at  53  Meeting  Street,  Charles- 
ton, S.  C,  29401  or  to  the  Seminary 
for  forwarding. 


THREE  BOPRD  MEMBER6  COMPLETE  TERM6 


At  the  close  of  the  meetings  of  the 
supporting  synods  in  May,  the  terms 
of  three  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  expired.  The  three  are: 
Rev.  Harvard  A.  Anderson  of  Flor- 
ida, Rev.  Richard  L.  Summers  of 
Mid-South,  and  Rev.  Harry  A.  Fi- 
field  of  Southeast. 

Dr.  Anderson  has  served  on  the 
Board  for  three  years.  During  that 
time  he  was  a  member  of  the  Aca- 
demic Policy  and  Personnel  Com- 
mittee and  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. For  1974-75,  he  served  as 
Vice  Chairman  of  the  Board.  When 
elected  Dr.  Anderson  was  Executive 
of  the  Synod  of  Florida  and  for  the 
last  two  years  has  headed  the  Office 
of  Review  and  Evaluation  of  the 
General   Assembly. 

Dr.  Summers  has  served  since 
1967.  Since  1969  he  has  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Academic  Policy  and 
Personnel  Committee.  An  alumnus  of 
the  Seminary  he  also  served  as  chair- 
man for  South  Mississippi  Presbytery 
of  the  Columbia  Challenge  Cam- 
paign. Dr.  Summers  has  been  pastor 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Gulfport  since  1954. 

Dr.  Fifield  completed  nine  years 
of  service  on  the  Board  in  May.  He 
has  served  as  a  member  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  and  for  several 
years  as  chairman  of  the  Student  Life 
Committee.   He  has  been    pastor  of 


the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  At- 
lanta since  1953. 

The  Board  of  Directors  expressed 
its  deep  appreciation  of  the  faithful 
service  of  these  three  distinguished 
members  at  its  meeting  on  April  28- 
29.

Iff  ONLY... 

One  can  always  play  games  with 
numbers.  Such  a  desire  became  in- 
surmountable recently  when  a  Reg 
Murphy  column  from  the  Atlanta 
Constitution  caught  the  eye.  Describ- 
ing American  giving  habits  he  offered 
some  data  from  the  most  recent  fig- 
ures available  (1973)  regarding  all 
charitable  giving,  the  sum  of  which 
was  that  from  our  total  population 
of  approximately  200  million,  23  bil- 
lions of  dollars  were  given  away. 
That  means  on  a  per  capita  basis 
each  man,  woman  and  child  offered 
to  someone  else  on  a  weekly  basis  the 
sum  of  $2.21.  If  one  compares  this 
on  a  per  capita  basis  with  those  who 
give  to  Columbia,  givers  to  the  Semi- 
nary exceed  the  national  rate  by  $.13 
per  week.  The  most  tantalizing  di- 
mension of  the  story  surfaces  when 
one  thinks  about  the  number  of  cop- 
ies of  Vantage  which  are  mailed  — 
17,000  —  each  issue.  Subtracting 
the  600  who  now  carry  the  giving 
load  for  Columbia  that  leaves  16,400 
who,  if  they  chose  to  give  at  the  na- 
tional rate  could  add  another  $1.8 
million  to  the  Seminary's  resources.

Just  as  Columbia  is  grateful  for 
the  many,  many  gifts  of  moderate 
amounts  which  sustain  the  Seminary 
each  year,  so  it  is  grateful  for  the 
large  gifts  which  less  frequently  come. 

One  such  story  is  that  of  the  late 
Mrs.  Azalia  P.  Oberg  of  Sarasota. 
Fla.,  who  in  a  few  short  years  bene- 
fited Columbia  in  magnificent  fa- 
shion. In  1967  Mrs.  Oberg  made  a 
stock  contribution  which  gave  Co- 
lumbia $45,000.  Then  in  1969  an- 
other stock  gift  netted  $60,000  and 
following  her  death  Columbia  re- 
ceived an  annuity  in  the  amount  of 
$25,000  which  had  been  established 
through  the  Presbyterian  Foundation. 
With  other  gifts  from  Mrs.  Oberg  her 
support  of  Columbia  amounted  to  in 
excess  of  $174,000.
